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A COMMUNITY Champions scheme has 
been set-up to help people in West 
Lancashire who have been adversely 
affected by the pandemic. 

The project follows a successful bid to 
The Ministry of Housing, Communities 
and Local Government by West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council. 

It will be delivered by West Lancs CVS 
who worked in partnership with the 
Council to create the initiative. 

The Community Champions project is a 
one-year scheme which aims to improve 


the health and wellbeing of people whose 
lives have been affected by Covid-19 and 
to reduce health inequalities locally. The 
scheme will also bring investment into the 
local voluntary sector with new grant 
funding now available. 

From the funding allocation of 
£200,000, grants ranging from £1,000 - 
£25,000 are now available to voluntary, 
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community, faith, and social enterprise 
organisations to support the work they’re 
doing in helping communities impacted 
by Covid-19. 

The focus is on organisations working 
with or supporting vulnerable groups in 
West Lancashire and the grants must be 
used to reduce isolation, improve health 
and wellbeing and to help people recover 
from the impact the pandemic has had on 
their life and community.

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Families given ‘vital 
lifeline? of vouchers 
for food shopping

FAMILIES whose children receive benefits- 
related free school meals will receive a *vital 
lifeline" of vouchers to help with the costs of 
food over the summer. 

Lancashire County Council will provide funding 
for schools to provide vouchers worth a total of 
£90. Schools may provide this to parents and 
carers in one payment of £90 to cover the entire 
school holiday, or by weekly payments of £15. 
Each individual school will decide on how the 
vouchers are distributed to parents and carers. 

The families of young people who have just left 
secondary school will also receive the vouchers. 

The electronic shopping vouchers will be distrib- 
uted from the schools that the children and young 
people attend and will be available to use to buy 
food at a range of supermarkets from the start of 
the school summer holiday. 

The scheme is being partially funded by central 
government's Covid Support Grant with the short- 
fall being made up by Lancashire County 
Council. 

County Councillor Jayne Rear, cabinet member 
for education and skills, said: “These vouchers 
will be a vital lifeline during the summer for those 
families who are most in need. 

"We're pleased that the government has exten- 
ded its Covid Support Grant for the summer as the 
long summer break can be a real challenge for our 
poorest families in Lancashire and will help ensure 
that children will be able to have healthy and 
nourishing meals during the holiday period." 

If a family is eligible for free school meals, their 
school will be in touch with them about the 
voucher scheme. Parents who think their family is 


newly eligible should contact their school as soon 
as possible. Similar to the term-time voucher 
scheme, the vouchers can be used at Aldi, Asda, 
McColl’s, Morrison's, Sainsbury's, Tesco, Waitrose, 
Company Shop Group and Iceland, including The 
Food Warehouse Stores. 

Families can redeem vouchers by either present- 
ing them on their smartphone or tablet, or a paper 
copy. 

Families who are currently receiving Free School 
Meals, and the following benefits, will receive the 
vouchers directly from schools and colleges: 

- Income Support 

- Income-based Jobseeker’s Allowance 

- Income-related Employment and Support 
Allowance 

- Support under Part VI of the Immigration and 
Asylum Act 1999 

- The guaranteed element of Pension Credit 

- Child Tax Credit 

- Working Tax Credit run-on 

- Universal Tax Credit

“ have reports of residents 
having to cross busy roads 
to get children to school or 
to go about their business, 
because they cannot use the 
underpasses due to con- 
tinual flooding. 

“The poor maintenance of 
the underpasses and the 
cut-backs to gully cleaning 
by the Conservative admin- 
istration at LCC, have meant 


that with a heavy downpour 
of rain an already stretched 
and outdated system of gul- 
lies cannot cope with the 
flash floods that we now 
experience." 

Cllr Gibson continued: “In 
the budget debate back in 
February I moved a motion 
for a regular maintenance 
programme to be re-intro- 
duced into the highways 
cycle, but unfortunately it 
was rejected.

Det Chief Inspector Jason 
Richardson of the Public Protec- 
tion Unit at Lancashire Police 
said: “The aftermath of a crime 
of this nature can often be an 
involved and complex process.

focus upon tackling serious viol- 
ence, with the Force being a

"We take all reports of these 
types of offences extremely seri- 
ously and will work with victims 
in a sensitive manner to investig- 
ate these very serious offences, 
bring offenders to justice, and 
ensure victims have the appropri- 
ate support through the criminal 
justice process." 

Andrew Snowden, Police and 


Crime Commissioner for Lan- 
cashire added: “I really want 
people to feel safe and 
empowered to come forward and 
report these types of crime so 
that we can target offenders and 
bring them to justice.

“Lancashire Victim Services are 
on hand to provide additional 
support to anyone affected by 
rape or sexual violence.” 

Alexandra Gornall, operations 
manager at Lancashire Victim 
Services commented: “We really 
welcome the development of this 
booklet as it will provide clarity 
for victims who have been 
through the trauma of rape or 
sexual assault. 

“Dealing with the practicalities 
of reporting and going to court 
can be really overwhelming and 
the information can be difficult 
to take in, especially in the 
immediate aftermath of a crime. 

“Having the information in 
writing will be really useful as it 
will allow people to read it at 
their own pace and at a time that 
is right for them.

Residents claim village 


is being ‘put 


by housing develo

AUGHTON Residents Group (ARG) members have 
said on reading the latest updates on the borough 
council’s Strategic Housing and Employment 
Land Availability Assessment “it appears that 
Aughton is once again being put ‘under siege’ by 
the plans of landowners and developers.” 

They want to work with the continued support and 
in collaboration with the elected MP, borough coun- 
cil, Aughton Ward Councillors, WLBC Planning 
Officers and Aughton Parish Council to “stop the 
developers dictating the terms of housing develop- 
ment in this borough.” 

In a statement to the Champion ARG said: “On 
reading the SHELAA and downloading the Ormskirk 
- Aughton (OA-) sites and the Aughton Map our first 
reaction was one of dismay as it appears that 
Aughton once again is being put under siege by the 
plans of landowners and developers. 

"The 57 listed proposed (OA -) sites as per the 
Schedule of sites by settlement show an estimated 
yield total of some 10,184 dwellings for Ormskirk 
and Aughton alone." 

ARG claim owners of almost every piece of farm 
land on the immediate periphery of Aughton have 
“limited interest” in keeping it in agricultural produc- 
tion. 

They comment: “Rather, they view the ‘call for 
sites' as an opportunity to cash in, regardless of the 
cost to the community, the environment and the 
country's long-term food production capacity. 

“The ‘call for sites’ is treated like a lottery, merely 
submitting the land into the system gets them a ticket 
for the chance to become a multi- millionaire (or in 
many cases, even richer multimillionaires). They 
don't even have to pay for their ‘ticket’. 

“Whilst it is a no risk strategy for the land owners

and developers, this is not the case for the communit- 
ies bordering the submitted parcels of land. 
Residents, and that means real people, real families, 
real property owners find themselves at risk of their 
environment being destroyed, their lives seriously 
disrupted and frequently find their own homes 
devalued.” 

MP Rosie Cooper added: “It is important to build 
houses where there is the local need to do so but any 
development must be in the appropriate setting. 

“I believe that the council should continue to main- 
tain this position and take serious consideration of 
the Aughton Residents Group's objections in devel- 
oping the new Local Plan to prevent future predatory 
applications.” 

A spokesperson for the borough council responded: 
“It must be stressed that inclusion in the SHELAA is 
no indication of the council's support for the develop- 
ment of a particular site — as all sites submitted for 
consideration are assessed, without any regard to 
whether they would be likely to be supported by the 
council. In actual fact, 293 of the 320 sites submitted 
for housing are 'parked' in the 2020/21 SHELAA 
because they are contrary to current planning policy, 
or because they have serious constraints that would 
limit development, and so are not deemed as suitable 
for development at the current time.

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New fleet of waste 
collection vehicles 
rolled out across 
borough’s streets

A NEW fleet of waste collection vehicles have 
been rolled out by West Lancashire Borough 
Council. 

A total of 21 new Refuse Collection Vehicles 
(RCVs) are now in operation collecting waste 
across the borough - seven new 26-tonne split-body 
RCVs are collecting recycling, while 10 new 26- 
tonne RCVs are collecting general and trade waste. 

Four smaller 16-tonne RCVs are also collecting 
waste from farms and outlying rural routes. 

All RCVs will deliver the following benefits: 

- 360-degree cameras, giving the driver clear vis- 
ion around the vehicle, increasing visibility and 
reducing accidents 

- electric Terberg bin-lifts that will reduce noise 
generated by bin collections by more than 20% in 
addition to reducing diesel usage 

- reduction in greenhouse gases (80% reduction in 
NOx emissions and a 66% reduction in particulate 
emissions) 

Michelle Williams, head of environmental ser- 
vices, said: “Procuring a new fleet of specialist 
vehicles has by no means been straightforward. 
Despite suffering significant setbacks resulting 
from Covid-19 manufacturing delays, Brexit import 
issues and tight restrictions on face-to-face training 
available in lockdown, the complete Refuse Collec- 
tion fleet is now fully operational. 

“This is a really positive development and will res- 
ult in significant improvements for our staff and 
customers, with the new fleet bringing state-of-the- 
art technology, greater fuel efficiency, increased 
reliability and reductions in harmful emissions.”

I have read with interest the 
letters which have appeared in 
the Champion regarding GP 
services. 

I agree entirely with the 
opinion that GPs reacted very 
badly during lockdown and 
throughout the pandemic to 
date. 

The contrast I see is between 
ICU Doctors working very 
closely with Covid patients in 
often inadequate PPE, in some 


cases giving their life to save a 
patient. 

Meanwhile the GPs take to 
working from home and doing 
everything to keep away from 
patients even though they 
have ensured any such patient 
does not have Covid. 

If we were able to consign 
this behaviour to the past and 
get back to normal then I 
would not feel so concerned. 

The situation is, however, by 


stealth GP surgeries are decid- 
ing to keep the phone/Zoom 
method of ‘treating’ patients 
with face to face kept for 
exceptional circumstances and 
only at the doctor’s discre- 
tion. 

Key to this so called ‘triage 
process’ is the role of the 
reception staff. Responses in 
this paper from GPs have com- 
mented on how the patient 
should be kind to them. What 


is also lacking is the recogni- 
tion of the reception staff of 
the need to be polite to the 
patient. 

For most of us, having a con- 
cern which we believe means 
we need to see our GP causes 
understandable anxiety. The 
telephone call will usually 
mean a 20/30 minute wait 
listening to dreadful music 
and a series of very poorly 
edited messages. 


Often the call is cut off and 
you have to start again. 

Covid has been a major 
trauma for us all and our need 
for caring empathetic GPs is 
greater than ever. 

There is no effective substi- 
tute to seeing your doctor face 
to face. 

GPs are very well rewarded 
for their job - it’s time they did 
the job they are paid to do.

Further to the letter from Joe Welsh regarding pro- 
posed government changes to the fundamental 
principles of the NHS. 

The current government's draft white paper for 
reform of the NHS in England, far from reversing 
the 2012 Health and Social Care Act, as has been 
widely mis-reported, will in fact consolidate the 
market and privatisation paradigm that the 2012 
Act strengthened and which the government has 
favoured during the covid-19 pandemic. 

The current Bill firmly sets the scene for further 
facilitating the introduction and domination of 
private providers, a design feature derived from 
health maintenance and accountable care organ- 
isations in the US - the Americanisation' Mr Welsh 
alludes to. 

Transparency, scrutiny and local accountability 
will suffer. Actual decision-making will be de- 
coupled from legal functions and the effectiveness 
of local accountability will be diminished in the 
process whilst that of commercial providers will 
greatly increase. 

Privatisation of the NHS is real and running apace 
as Mr Welsh stated. As he also states, this needs 
both highlighting and fighting. Nye Bevan fam- 


ously said ‘The NHS will last as long as there's folk 
with faith left to fight for it’. Thankfully there are 
such folk left. 

Anewly formed group ‘The Skelmersdsale Project 
for Peace and Justice’ has made the defence of Nye 
Bevan’s founding principles of the NHS (based on 
clinical need — not profit) and fighting the current 
governments privatisation plans one of our core 
campaigns.

Pandemic has been challenging for people with diabetes 


The coronavirus pandemic has been difficult for us 
all, but it has been particularly challenging for 
people living with diabetes. 

New figures highlighted by Diabetes UK this week 
show that almost 2.5 million people with diabetes 
in England did not get all their recommended 
checks last year. 

These checks are essential to reducing the risk of 
serious complications such as blindness, heart dis- 


ease, kidney disease, amputations, and poor 
pregnancy outcomes. 

Coronavirus has also highlighted just how serious 
diabetes is as an underlying condition, with people 
with diabetes accounting for one in three deaths in 
England during the first wave of the pandemic. 

Diabetes can’t wait. It is one of our fastest-growing 
health crises, with one in 14 people living with dia- 
betes in the UK. We want to see UK Government 


invest more in diabetes care and prevention as the 
country rebuilds from the pandemic - and as part of 
our new campaign, Diabetes Is Serious, we are ask- 
ing people to sign our open letter to the new health 
secretary, Sajid Javid, to ask him to make sure dia- 
betes is a priority.

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Banks Leisure Centre 
to be turned into ‘hub’ 
after asset transfer

BANKS Leisure Centre has been taken over 
following a successful asset transfer. 

The building, which is owned by the Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Care, was previously 
operated by West Lancashire Borough Council as 
part of a long-term lease agreement. 

With the council's lease ending in March 2021 
the Parish and Borough Councils have worked 
with a number of partners to safeguard the 
future of the facility. 

This work has resulted in the formation of a 
new Community Interest Company, Banks Com- 
munity and Leisure Centre C.I.C, who have now 
taken on the lease for the building. 

The new company will now work with a range 
of partners including North Meols Parish Coun- 
cil, Endeavour Community and West Lancashire 
Borough Council to operate the facility as a hub 
for the local community in Banks. 

The Leisure Centre will continue to host the 
range of sports and community sessions that 
previously took place but will now have the 
opportunity to also add a range of new sessions 
delivered in partnership with the community. 

Bill Abram, chair of North Meols Parish Coun- 
cil and a director of the new CIC, said: "The 
Leisure Centre will be run by the community and 
for the community of Banks. Our aim is to create 
a hub for local residents that will offer 
something for everyone. We have recruited a 
number of local volunteers who are willing to 
help and support us in a range of tasks that will 
help with the day to day operation of the build- 
ing. 

"Additionally our new company has Com-

A LITTLE bit of Monaco in a Lancashire market 
town. That was the selling point of the very first 
Ormskirk MotorFest, way back in 2011 - and Pm 
pleased to say that in most aspects the event’s 
managed it. 

I’m sure you'll be shocked to learn that Ormskirk 
doesn’t come with the balmy Mediterranean cli- 
mate of the sun-kissed principality (although to be 
fair, it’s only rained on one outing so far), and 
there’s a branch of Morrisons in lieu of the super- 
rich lining the harbour with superyachts. 

But the important thing is that it had a closed 
street circuit where you could watch old F1 cars 
strutting their stuff — and bubble cars, Ferrari 
Enzos, stock cars and historic motorcycles, for that 
matter. 

So I was saddened to read in last week's Cham- 
pion that the MotorFest had been called off for the 
second year on the trot. 

Entirely understandable due to the risk of spread- 
ing COVID-19 with cases currently still rising - so 
it'll be back next year, right? 

Well, then I got shown a copy of a letter from West 
Lancashire Borough Council, which has been help- 
ing to fund the event since its initial outing more 
than a decade ago, to Aintree Circuit Club, which 
organises all the displays and runs around Orm- 
skirk’s one-way system. 

In it, Heidi McDougall, the council’s corporate dir- 
ector of place and community, told the club: “It is 
also with regret that I must advise that the council, 
due to ongoing pressures, made worse by the 
impact of COVID, on its financial position is not 
able to continue to support Motorfest financially or

F1 cars have long been a big draw at the Ormskirk MotorFest 


with staff resource, as it has done in previous 
years. 

“If Aintree Circuit Club wish to hold a MotorFest 
in future years, I would encourage you to look to 
make it financially self-sustaining and to draw upon 
your own members and volunteers to adequately 
staff the event and ensure it is run safely." 

Draw from that what you will, but to me that 
sounds as though the council is no longer prepared 
to back the event responsible for Ormskirk's single 
busiest trading day of the year, with 42,000 people 
packing into the town centre for 2019's event. 

So, for my own research for a piece in Classic Car 
Weekly, I asked the council whether it intends for 


the event to continue without the council's cash or 
manpower, on behalf of all the car nuts among you 
who'd love to see it continue. 

What I got back, even though the council told me 
the MotorFest was 'an outstanding event' which it 
hopes will be back next year, was weirdly familiar.
